LL, A Saxe Year Plan for the Polish rallroeds wa recently proposed by tha Centrai 
Radiread Construction Directorate at Poznan (Centralne Biure Xonstrakeynjne w 
Pounaniu), which we ostablished in the fall ef 1949. This directorate, which 
functions under the Minister of Commaications, Roman Rabanowsks,, ie headed 
by a divastor pomeral, Soviet General, Rourdantenev, and three Polish directors. 
Under the terms of tha Six Tear Flan Poland wild cain 900 im. of now railroad 
track, more than half af which will be in Krakew vrovinee, aml ia ku. of new 
raliroad bridres. In addition, the following Linea ere to be reconditioned 
and maxderniged: the Hatewice-EKrekow-Preenysi~Inow railroad, the Jarszawa-~- 
Breese railroad. the Jarssawa-Mlew-Gdansk railroad, and various rail lires 
between Silesia and Polish porto. There will be little constriction or recon 
ditionine in the new provinces of Olsztyn ard Sucszecin. The Katowiée-Krakow 
Przenysl-Lvow raiiread is a double-track line which is guarded by Soviet troops 
giuee It servea as the chief route throuse: Poland to the UGOR., Until 1947 the 
dine was wide raurpe, “ab at present there are no wide jute railroad lines fu 
Poland . ;

2,500 km. of raitroad track; of this, 1,455 kn. were destroyed when the province 
wae annexed to Pollard. Sixteen railroad Lines were completely renoved, and all 
thea raraining Tines were reduced to single-track, Bapinniny siowly in 1947 
and Jacressing in tenpe since 1949 the Polea are restoring some of tna destroyed 
Lines to double~traciz.

Te sheels onch damago, the U.B. has asked fcr authority 
to make personnel raforus on the railroads in order to halt cirolessness and 
to punish neclirent workers, In addition, ali foundries »reducing railroad 
equipmant must cuarmintee tceir products for a reriod of five yegre. “true- 
tural damage or faulse in rails which oceur durins this five-year period 
are considered to ba factory sabotare by the U.3. It haa already taken ac~ 
tion against foromen and workers at the thrta Ben‘*ova plant in Dabrowa Gorniesa 
and at the Unte foksj plant near Yow on the rrounia of indugtrisl sabotage 
because of faults found in rails on the Katowlce-KrakowPeszenyrl-Lwow line, 
between Neesgow and Prsemysl, on the Jarszava~PialystokeGrodno line and on 
the Jargzave-iiawa~‘danesk Line, 


The directorate in Poennn has issued milos for the identification of Polish 
railroad equipment. In the future all rolling stock will be merked with 
Istters and firures indicatines the type of equinment and the year of its 
consbruction.
